Tojo, in Pessimistic Speech, 
Gives Warning to Japanese 


Of Impending Allied Blows 


NEW YORK, Dec. 28.—(AP)—Gen, Hideki Tojo in his 
capacity as war minister warned the Japanese people yester- 
day that the United Nations are preparing to deliver counter- 


blows of “great importance’ 


and Said the signs are that “the 


real war is starting from now.” 


The little premier’s address, de- .. 


livered before the Japanese diet 
and broadcast by the German and 
Japanese radios, appeared obvi- 
ously aimed to remove any 
thoughts of an early victory from 
the minds of the Japanese people. 

Tojo was followed to the Rostrum 
by Naval Minister Shigetaro Shim- 
ada who softened the impact of the 
premier’s words somewhat by 
claiming that 38 per cent of the 
American, British and Netherlands 
navies has been sunk since the war 
began. 


ACKNOWLEDGED THREAT 

The ever-present threat of Rus- 
sian Siberia to the Japanese was 
tacitly acknowledged by the prem- 
ier in his promise to the people 
that their forces had been strength 
ened on the Soviet border 

Russia and Japan are uneasily 
bound by a tveaty of non-aggression 
but the Japanese are aware of the 
aerial proximity of their cities and 


‘industries to the big Soviet air base 


at Vladivostok in Siberia. 

In pointing out the enormity of 
the task facing Japan in east 
Asia, Tojo estimated that the 
United Nations have about 1,000,- 
000 troops and 600 airplanes in 
India, with the numbers ‘“con- 
tinually increasing.” 

In the past six months he said a 
combined American and Chinese 
air force of 300 planes had carried 
out 30 attacks on Japanese installa- 
tions in China. He estimated the 
Chinese army at 3,600,000 men and 
said about 250 large and small 
battles had been fought between 
them and the invading Japanese,

On the profit side of the Jap- 
anese ledger, Tojo said trans- 
ports returning from plundered 
countries in the South Pacific 
had brought 1,800,000 tons of raw 
materials to Japan, or 70 per cent. 
more than the nation’s require- 
ments for an entire year. 

In his summary of nava) war- 
fare, Admiral Shimada claimed 
that 1,100,000 tons of Allied war- 
ships have been sunk,

CLAIMS EXAGGERATED 


These Jauanese claims obviously 
were greatly exaggerated. They 
claimed to have sunk more aircraft 
carriers than the United States 
possessed at the start of the war. 

Japanese losses were placed at 
one battleship, three carriers, four 
cruisers, 15 destroyers, nine sub- 
marines and 20 other fighting ships 
—the same list as was reported by 
the Japanese on Dec. 7, the anni- 
versary of the attack on Pear!

SMOLENSK TIP-OFF 


The battle of Smolensk, the first 
great battle of the war, was the tip 
off of Shaposhnikovy’s strategy. Aid 
ed by surprise, the Germans raced 
through comparatively undefended 
positions until they reached Smol 
ensk in July, 1941. There they were 
checked for months as the Rusisans 
launched a terrific series of count- 
er-attacks, When the Germans 
finally advanced, it was a pyrrhic 
victory for them. 

Similarly, the Russian-German 
war has been punctuated by a 
series of bitter sieges—Odessa, 
Leningrad, Moscow, Sevastopol 
and Stalingrad. The places that 
fell, like Sevastopol, served their 
purpose in delaying the Nazi 
drive for many weeks; the others, 
like Moscow ana Stalingrad, be- 
came springboards for great Rus- 
sian counter-offensives. 

In the Russian scheme of things 
the most amazing thing about Mar 
shal Shaposhnikov is that he still 
is alive and in a high position,

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Industrial Drafting 

Something more than a hint comes 
from Ottawa that men who are called up 
for military service but who are rejected 
for medical reasons will hereafter be liable 
to “industrial conscription”, That is, they 
may be required to work wherever and at 
whatever job may be suited to their con- 
dition. 

There can be no objection to that. If 
one man is drafted for fighting, there is 
no reason why a man of the same age 
group who is not fitted for military serv- 
ice should not be drafted into the ranks 
of industry wherever those ranks need 
strengthening. The fighting men must be 
armed, clothed and fed, and those who 
cannot be soldiers in battle zones should 
welcome the call to be soldiers in the work- 
shop, in the woods or on the farm. 

This is another prospective step from 
“negative” compulsion toward the positive 
kind in the readjustment of manpower to 
production needs. This trend of policy is 
dictated by the shortage of labor in essen- 
tial industries. We have built and expanded 
such industries, without regard to cost, 
in order that Canada may increase produc- 
tion to the limit of physical capacity. 
Plants’ cannot be left idle or only half- 
productive while men are employed in non- 
essential occupations. 

For hundreds of thousands of Cana- 
dian men the right to choose their occupa- 
tions was suspended “for the duration” 
when the compulsory military service law 
was enacted. They’re in the army now, or 
will be as their respective groups are 
called up. No other man has or can have 
any just complaint if his right of choice 
is also suspended in order to keep the war 
effort rolling.

Status Restore 


When the Low Countries collapsed and 
Axis troops flooded into France in June of 
1940, security restrictions were imposed 
upon those Canadian citizens of enemy 
origin who had been naturalized since 1922. 

The reason was that in the invaded 
countries considerable numbers of people 
born in Germany and Italy but naturalized 
in the invaded states broke their obliga- 
tions and gave assistance to the enemy in 
many ways. In Canada, as elsewhere, safe- 
guards were accordingly established 
against fifth-columnists. 

The defence regulations have now been 
amended so as to restore Canadian citizens 
of these classes to full citizenship rights. 
About 11,000 former German citizens and 
16,000 former Italian citizens are affected. 
These, naturalized since 1922, will no 
longer be required to report as enemy 
aliens. 

The restrictions have been lifted be- 
cause with few exceptions people in these 
classes have given no cause why they 
should be longer treated as suspects. The 
restoration of their full citizenship rights 
is official recognition that their conduct 
has been honorable. 

This concession of course imposes a 
moral obligation. Canada is dealing fairly 
and even generously with these former 
Subjects of enemy states, despite the fact 
that people similarly situated in many 
other countries have betrayed their trust. 
It is up to those concerned to show that 
confidence has not been misplaced and 
will not be abused. 

Canada does not want hyphenated 
citizens, nor half-citizens, nor sub-citizens. 
Not every Canadian may approve the re- 
moval of these security restrictions, but 
the great majority will. It is to be supposed 
and hoped that those who are thus re- 
stored to full-fledged citizenship will re- 
spond by giving the full measure of active 
loyalty to the country which thus pro- 
claims its faith in their trustworthiness.

From the central listening post of 


Berne, Switzerland, entirely surrounded by 
Axis held territory, came this message on 
Thursday: 

“Christmas this year will be just an- 
other cold, dismal and hungry day for 
some 100 million persons under the Nazi 
yoke in Europe. There'll be no gifts. Food 
and fuel will be just as meagre as it was 
yesterday, just as plain as it will be to- 
morrow. Even the Germans themselves 
won't set as good a table this year as they 
did last—when loot from conquered coun- 
tries was pouring in. And for Italy, 
Christmas will be just about as gloomy as 
any nation under the German heel, They 
won't even have Christmas trees.” 


There is not a country in the world 
outside those overrun by Axis armies

of Europe. In the darkest days of the de- 
pression people who were on relief in 
Canada and other democratic countries

Where is the super-efficiency of the 
totalitarian system that Hitler and Musso 
lini used to prate about? Fr; to 
the Ukraine the food supplies the con 
tinent have been loote ind Italy on 
distress rations, while German tables are 
less well supplied than they usually are. 

That the Swiss authorities dared to 


allow such a despatch to reach the outside 
world is itself significant. When Hitler

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was throwing around the weight of his war 
machine at will, neutral countries were 
threatened with destruction for allowing 
correspondents to spread less “hostile” re- 
ports. 

But the times have changed, Hitler's 
military power is still enormous, but it is 
fully occupied, and it is starting to crum- 
ble. He no longer has armies to hurl 
against neutral states. It is just possible 
that the submerged nations have endured 
the blackest Christmas they will ever 
know. ,

As far back as 1935, Prime 
Minister Mackenzie King used that 
in his election cam- 
paign. He promised Canada that 
men should be made the masters 
of money and noi the slaves of 
money 

But it has required the peculiar 


| alchemy of turbulent 1942 to trans- 


late these phrases into wide and 
popular conviction. 

The same thing is true of social 
security. It has been demanded for 
years, But it has been damned by 
a crackpot implication. r 

Its proponents have been con- 
sidered a little queer, as any one 
is queer who dares to proclaim the 
ownership of the state by the ordi- 
nary people. But 1942 has effected 
a deeply significant change. This 
year has seen social security 
ushered into that exclusive and 
deadly dull cloister of human 
thought known as _ respectability. 
That means that timorous men who 
fear to run apart from the herd 
may now discuss it openly and 
hope for it openly without being 
subjected to the dreadful anathema 
of being considered different, 


Social Security 


Britain, today, is considering a 
very broad program of social 
security. Every one of the major 
political parties in Canada is com- 


mitted to it in some form or 
| another. 

| Frankly, I am not frightfully 
optimistic about the immediate 


concrete result, There is,more than 
one joker in the pack. And, it is 
clear that social security must 
ultimately be based upon monetary 
reform 

But the great hopes engendered 
by this past year lies in the fact 
that these things are no 
regardec as dangerously 
tionary in character However slow 
the machinery for achieving them 
may be in taking form, there is no 
doubt that the public conscience 
has been touched in this regard. 
This is a tremendcus advance and 
a tremendous gain 

And this, I think, is what has 
made 1942 such a supremely vital 
year. For the hopes that men 
once dreamed in garrets and whis- 


| pered in cellars, have received the 


endorsement, at lung last, of the 
forward-thinking people of the 
world 

No matter when these hopes are 
translated into action, the year 
1942 has witnessed the closest ap- 
proach to the brotherhood of man 


that has ever yet been achieved in| 


this notoriously selfish world. 


Imperialism 


Nineteen hundred and forty-two 
has been notable also, for another 
important development. It has 
seen a bitter attack on British 
imperialism, not only from the 
enemy, but from a considerable 
portion of our ally, the United 
States, 

Now the significance of this does 
not lie in the fact that these fool- 
ish and ill-informed attacks have 
been made, but in the parallel fact 
that these attacks have forced us 
to understand our own imperial- 
ism, in the very defence of it. 

The latest assaul! on our imperil- 
ism has been made by the intel- 
lectuals—that unique class of peo- 
ple who, because they can wrile a 
good book or pertorm a rare feat 
of chemical or physical research, 
are immediately elevated into uni- 
versal oracles, 

For instance, there was a meet- 


ing of Nobel Prize winners in New. 


York, the other day in which the 
motif was abuse of the British 
Empire. 

These exceedingly clever people 
bewalled the fear that victory 
would entail no real gain because 
no effort was being made to extend 
freedom to the underprivileged 
people of the worid. The war, they 
said, had degenerated into a mere 
struggle between the democracies 
and Hitler—largeiy because the 
British Empire had refused to give 
up her colonies. 

What in heavex's name do these 
geniuses want? Is not the defeat 
of Hitler the very first essential 
step towards anything decent and 
progressive? 


Progressive 


Why should Britain give up her 
colonies? The British Empire's 
policy of colonization has been the 
only progressive and freedom 
bestowing factor in the interna- 
tional picture for a hundred years 
Why should we surrender a system 
that, faulty as it may be, does 
gradually and paintully bring back 
ward peoples up to the capacity for 
self-government, Jn favor of some 
nebulous theory evolved by Pear!

Study of Production Made 
To Place Agriculture on 


Good Footing 

By B. T. RICHARDSON 
OTTAWA — Between 1940 and 
| 1941, the production of pork pro- 
ducts in Canada shifted over the 
divide from east to west, and with- 
in a year the prairie economy may 
| plainly forge so far ahead in the 
production of hogs that its lead 
will never be overtaken, That is 
one point that delegates to the 
recent three-day farm production 
planning conference may well have 
taken home in their notebooks, In 
1942, among the provinces, Alberta 
outclassed Ontario as hog producer, 
making Calgary and Edmonton the 
hog capitals of Canada, 
same major league as Toronto. 

The farm planners want nearly 
2,000,000 more hogs in 1943 than 
were marketed in 1942. The all- 
| Canada total will have to be around 
| 8,000,000 hogs next year, in order 
/to meet requirements, The 1942 
production was 6,251,000, Last year's 
figures, with 1943 objectives for the 
prairie provinces, are:

With the 
amount of wheat Canada has in 
storage, there was nothing to sug- 
gest that Canada would be taking 
any chance or risk in reducing 
acreage by another 4,000,000 acres.

The prairie provinces have a 
virtual monopoly of flaxseed pro- 
duction, and 1943 plans for this 1m- 
portant product called for 67.6 per 
cent increase. This year was a 
‘record flax year, with acreage four 
times the 1936-40 acreage, and pro- 
duction eight times. The Canadian 
acreage in flax was 1,492,000 this 
|year and the goal for 1943 was set 
at 2,500,000 acres. That extra 
| million acres of flax can be found 
| only on prairie farms. Flax plant- 
ings in 1942 were, Manitoba 227,000 
acres, Saskatchewan 1,056,000 acres, 
and Alberta 183,000 acres. As con- 
ference notes showed, the addi- 
tional acreage planned for 1943 may 
not yield any more flax, since 1942 
yields were twice normal, Produc- 
tion this year was 15,000,000 bushels. 
If the same output is attained next 
| year, 9,500,000 bushels will be re- 
quired for Canadian needs, leaving 
5,500,000 bushels for export to the 
United States, This figure corre- 
sponds to a recent review of U.S. 
import prospects, but the word 
spread here is that the United 
States will take twice as much, or 
10,000,000 bushels, if Canada can 
supply them. 

Sunflower seed is a specialty of 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan, as a 
summerfallow substitute. The con- 
ference learned that the govern- 
ment has seed on hand for 70,000 
acres, and that a guaranteed price 
df 5 cents a pound could be ex- 
pected to draw supplies from deal- 
ers. A minimum of 100,000 acres of 
sunflowers is wanted in 1943, 


Notes on the fibre flax situation 
showed that Canada grew 47,000 
acres in 1942, and that 75,000 acres 
are required to fill British ministry 
supply demands. The bulk of this 
increase was assigned to Ontario 
and Quebec. The conference heard 


a prediction that narcptic restric- 
tions on hemp would likely be 
waived in 1943. This would bring 


the Portage plains into the picture 
as a hemp producer again.

NEW DELHI, India, Dec, 28.—(AP)—Out of the welter 


of Indian politics a man well known here but not so widely 
known internationally has come to the front in the person 
of Mohammed Ali Jinnah, president of the Moslem League. 


In his own way he is as strange + 
as Gandhi. Where Gandhi ap- 
peals to the masses by living as 
ascetic life of poverty, Jinnah 
appeals to his, own followers as 
a man of wealth, a great leader 
—and lately as a religious figure. 

Where Gandhi takes to the hard 
way of life, living in a mud, brick 
and thatch hut at Sevagram, Jinnah 
has maintained himself as a} 
wealthy lawyer. In Bombay he has

OBSCURE FIGURE 

Jinnah, although a_ political 
figure in India even before Gandhi, 
|nevertheless was a comparatively | 
obscure figure until about the time 
the war began. 

Now he is a major leader. Per- 
haps in all India his only superior 
jin influence is the imprisoned 
Gandhi. 

His phenomenal rise is one of 
India’s political romances. For 
years Gandhi had claimed, as 
leader of the All-India Congress, 
to speak not only for the 275-000,- 
000 Hindus, but as well for the 
90,000,000 Moslems. Jinnah, head 
of the Moslem League, contested 
the claim. Moslems, he insisted, 
were a people apart. 

But politically he couldn't make 
his claim sound like big thunder 
until about 1937. Then Congress 
candidates were elevated to power 
in eight of the 11 Indian provinces 
which cover most of India 


Congress leaders deny it, but 
Jinnah insisted that under these 
Congress ministries every sort of

He says if Britain attempts 
any more to pacity the congress by 
offers of power, she will have 
Moslem trouble on her hands.

States intervention, because’ he 
suspects Americans sympathize 
with the Gandhi viewpoint for a

Giraud, thus given full power as 
high commissioner and commander 
in-chief of the French land, sea 
and air forces in French Africa 
called for unity in an order of the 
day issued immediately after his 
election was announced, The order
